Condemned, hunted, hiding 


near the end of his life in a 
cave, Elijah sorrowed that other 
prophets had been "slain by the 
sword, and I, even I only, am 
left, and they seek my life." 


But others would arise after 


he vanished in whirlwind. 


Thresholds Shake 


They were agitated, indignant 


men, pained by rampant greed,

"Hear this, you who trample 


upoo the needy" declared the 
rural prophet Amoi, a tree-tend- 
er from Tekoa, around m B.C. 
He warned that divine justice 
would "smite the capitals until 
the thresholds shake." 


Fearless, driven by an inner 


fire, they flung their jolting 
admonitions at a flabby, de- 
linquent society, and as happens 
in every age, this drew stern re- 
actions. 


Amos was accused of con- 


spiracy. "The land is not able 
to bear his words," agents re- 
ported to Israel's King Jero- 
boam II, whose crushing taxes 
bled the impoverished farmers 
and enriched the riotous cult of 
Meribaal. 


As 
with 
other 
prophets, 


Amos's message was that a uni- 
versal Creator of the world is 
actively involved in its affairs, 
interrelated with men and then- 
institutions, and that their right 
function is to advance human 
betterment, not ritual posturing. 


No Delight 


"Thus says the Lord God ... 


I hate, I despise your feasts, 
and I take no delight in your sol- 
emn assemblies," Amos pro* 
claimed. 'But let justice roll 
down like waters, and righteous- 
ness like an ever - flowing 
stream." 


Amid the confusion and deca- 


dence of the times, however, the 
prophets also sensed an eventu- 
al rejuvenation, the burst of 
new clarity, cleansing and uni- 
versal dominion wrought by a 
divine emissary, whom Chris- 
tians see as Jesus. 


The prophet Nathan told King 


David that God would raise up a 
descendant and "establish the 
throne of his kingdom for ever," 
that He would be God's own son, 
chastened "with the stripes of 
the sons of men." 


"And I will make Him the 


first-born, the highest of the 
kings of the earth," goes 
Psalms 89, one of those strange- 
ly futuristic Davidic psalms. 


Even further back, in the mis- 


ty story of creation and man's 
sinful attempt to defy himself, a 
verse in Genesis 3:15 has been 
regarded as referring to a com- 
ing representative of the Crea- 
tor who would counteract hu- 
man corruption and "bruise" 
the head of the serpent, person! 
tying evil. 


Depart From Judah 


"The scepter shall not depart 


from Judah ... until He comes 
to whom it belongs," goes an- 
other remote allusion in Genesis 
49. 


The early intimations were 


vague, often ambiguous, hazy 
prophetic visions of a coming di- 
vine intervention. 


"I will pass through the midst 


of you, says the Lord," wrote 
Amos, adding a brooding note 
that could refer to the ordeal of 
Jesus. "Woe to you who desire 
the day of the Lord ...

(AP) - Apollo I's Christmas 
tune flight around the moon will 
be among the riskiest missions 
ever attempted by man. 


During the seven-day Bight, 


Apollo 8 wUI streak 180,101 
miles to the lunar vicinity, orbit 
the moon for xt hours like a 
moth around a flame and then 
return to Sarth. 


The Apollo 8 crew, Air Force 


Col. Frank Barman, Navy Capt. 
James A. Lovett Jr. and Air 
Force Maj. William A. Anders 
will become the first humans to 
be captured by the gravitational 
pull of another celestial body. 


Their lives will depend on the 


performance of a single 20,500- 
pound thrust rocket engine. If 
that engine fails, they will orbit 
the moon long after their oxy- 
gen supply fails, beyond help, 
beyond rescue, beyond hope.

performs perfectly and Apol 
starts for home, the re-entry 
poses hazards never faced be- 
fore.

about some amount of corruption in the 
nofth. Now the number three man in North 
Vietnam's Politburo, Thuong Chinh, has 
come out with a major address criticizing 
the actions of some farmers, small busi- 
nessmen and even government officials. 


Naturally, Mr. Chinh blamed the condi- 


tioft primarily upon the American bombing 
of the north which disrupted cooperatives' 
control. "The spontaneous character of 
small producers again had an opportunity 
to develop. In agricultural cooperatives, the 
cooperative members' rights to mastership 
has; not .yet been firmly established. The 
rather widespread situation of corruption 
and the lack of democracy in production 
and distribution have affected the coopera- 
tive members' active spirit of production. 
Taking advantage of the war situation, a 
number of persons in the old exploiting 
classes and speculators have resumed their

activities and exploited the workers under 
modified 
forms. . . . The speculation 


rowdies have colluded with a small number 
of aberrant elements in state organs and 
enterprises to steal raw material, material 
supplies and goods of the state." The 
individual must be educated and sometimes 
even punished, warned Mr. Chinh. 


Sheared of the usual Bed terminology, 


what Mr. Chinh seemed to be saying is that 
some North Vietnamese were trying to 
make a profit out of the war like their 
cousins in South Vietnam. Quite a few 
North Vietnamese have not agreed with the 
pro-Peking point of view expressed in the 
past by Mr. Chinh, who pushed hard for the 
ruthless establishment of farm collectiviza- 
tion in 1956 and who was demoted when 
the program failed. Since then he has come 
back into the good graces of the party in 
Hanoi. It could be the signs of not complete 
acceptance of Communist tenets that has 
persuaded Ho Chi Minh to let one of the 
hard line Communists back into a position 
of power and influence. 


Corruption is not exclusively an Orien- 


tal trait. But it has been highly refined in 
Asia for centuries. Apparently even tough 
Communist measures have not been able to 
eradicate it.

recreational lands, and even in the public 
waters like our better fishing lakes and 
trout streams, is one of the telling 
symptoms of the community morality of 
our times. As the state bulletin points out, 
a campsite that is used, and that does not 
display some littering, is nearly impossible 
to find. The state conservation administra- 
tion, in fact, has sometimes encountered 
the angry resistance of neighboring land- 
owners when it proposes a public boat 
landing facility on a lake or stream bank or 
other recreational facilities bounded by 
private properties, precisely because of the 
unconscionable carelessness of many of our 


people who profess to "love nature" and 
"enjoy the outdoors." 


C. W. Threinen of the state agency, 


commenting on the U. S. Forest Service 
plan, suggests that there may be a better, 
albeit less popular approach to the problem 
of despoiling public recreational proper- 
ties through littering Where true wilder- 
ness areas are involved — and this state has 
been acquiring some of these — why not 
prohibit bottles and cans and similar 
disposable items altogether, he asks? He 
has a good idea. As he observes, under such 
a rule nobody would be likely to starve, but 
they would be required to use a little more 
ingenuity in their packing when they go on 
a camping trip. They might also find that 
they can travel lighter, he said. 


The problems of wilderness desecration 


by the litter of the affluent society abetted 
by the thoughtless American has had some 
response in our state legislature recently 
Sen. La Fave of Oconto has usefully called 
attention to the unpardonable habit of 
some fishermen of dropping beer bottles 
into trout streams after they are emptied. 
Assemblyman Anderson of Madison has 
reminded us that the new aluminum cans 
used for beer and soda beverages today are 
virtually indestructible, and dropped in the 
woods by a hiker or picnicker, may lie 
there, mute witnesses to the ecological 
s'nfulness of our times, foi centuries. We 
need more of such needling in the 
legislature, or much of our money and 
effort in "conservation" will in the end 
be wasted.

away from a home for children of broken 
marriages in West Germany. Apparently he 
wasn't trying to get to the East but climbed 
the fence thinking it was a deer preserve 
barrier. The East Germans after consider- 
able time did get him to a hospital where 
onf leg had to be amputated. Then they 


contacted his father who lives in Seesen, 
West Germany. 


The mayor of Seesen put up the money 


for the father to visit his son. Police 
officials in East Germany gave the father a 
bouquet of flowers along with a trip to the 
hospital to visit his son and they said there 
would be no hospital costs or for an 
artificial leg. They also gave him return 
fare to Seesen and an indefinitely valid 
entrv permit. 


Mr. Opnerman, who lives on a $13 a 


month war pension, says it's all his former 
wife's fault. She divorced him and now 
lives with a 19 year old lover and takes care 
of four of the couple's six children. 


All of which probably demonstrates that 


domestic problems are the same the world 
over but they can have serious conse- 
quences when there are mine fields in the 
vicinity.

Kraft Writes 
New Foreign Policy Team Lacking 
In Experience, but If s New Blood 


BY JOSEPH KRAFT 


WASHINGTON — Nobody 


can tell how the new foreign 
policy team named by Mr. 
Nixon will respond to the 
challenge of events. But at 
least the way is finally open to 
play it straight with the Com- 
munist world. 


For the new men — William 


Rogers as Secretary of State, 
Melvin Laird as Defense Sec- 
retary, and Henry Kissinger 
as White House assistant for 
national security — are not on 
the defensive about domestic 
politics or public opinion. They 
are not obliged to overlook 
chances for peace in Vietnam 
or to invent reasons for meet- 
ings at the summit. And that, 
despite certain weaknesses, is 
a major gain. 


The c h i e f weakness, of 


course is inexperience. Mr 
Rogers has never had a role in 
the making or execution of 
American foreign policy. He is 
one of the few prominent 
Americans w h o has been 
spared a visit to Vietnam, and 
he has not been to Russia or 
Eastern Europe either. "I like 
Bill Rogers," Senator J. W. 
Fulbright explained on hearing 
of the nomination, "but where 
has he been all these years?" 
LUXURY OF 
CONTRADICTION 


Congressman Laird, to be 


sure, has been active in de- 
fense budgetary matters for 
some time. But he has always 
enjoyed the luxury, native to 
the Congress and especially 
the opposition, of being able to 
favor contradictory things — 
better relations with Russia, 
for 
instance, and a hard 


smack rather than gradual 
escalation in Vietnam. 


Even Mr. Kissinger, though 


a professional student of for- 
eign affairs for IS years, lacks 
the discipline of the practition- 
er. His recent essay in the 
Brookings Institution volume, 
"Agenda 
for the Nation," 


stresses a degree of consulta- 
tion with allies that is in 
practice almost certainly in- 
consistent with his emphasis 
on negotiations with Russia 
to "moderate the arms race." 


But American foreign policy 


probably needs nothing so 
much as new blood. While not 
easy to characterize complete- 
ly, those chiefly responsible 
for national security affairs in

The new Nixon men are 


largely outside that mold. Mr. 
Rogers and Mr. Laird are 
political figures. Mr. Rogers 
has been up and down over the 
years with Mr. Nixon and has 
the kind of status that should 
assure State's primacy over 
other agencies in the foreign 
field. Mr. Laird is one of the 
few masters of the House of 
Representatives. Neither man 
has a thing about the Presi- 
dent or the Congress. 


Nor about the United States 


and the world. All three new 
men have moved ahead at a 
time when major American 
participation in international 
affairs was not a miracle to be 
sustained by tricks with mir- 
rors but a normal state of 
affairs. Mr. Kissinger, even 
though he is a foreign affairs 
expert, can look with equanim- 
ity on a waning of American 
influence. In his Brookings 
essay he writes: "The United 
States is no longer in a 
position to operate programs 
globally; it has to encourage 
them." 


Finally, all three men are 


bright enough to see that the 
path of safety for the United 


States and the world lies in an 
end to the Vietnam war and 
better arms control arrange- 
ments with the Soviet Union 
and, in the long run, China. 
They are not so afraid of 
being cut down by internal 
opposition t h a t they feel 
obliged to trick out common 
sense in cobwebs. Thus in a 
forthcoming essay on Vietnam 
in the quarterly, Foreign Af- 
fairs, Mr. Kissinger comes out 
for a two-track negotiation — 
one track for the United States 
and Hanoi to work out terms 
of mutual withdrawal the 
other track for Saigon and the 
insurgents. 


In sum, a difficult, maybe 


even dangerous period of on- 
the-job training lies ahead But 
the long-term outlook is for 
finally squaring American for- 
eign policy with domestic poli- 
tics — a basic condition of 
national health.

Strictly Personal 
Why Do We Teach 
Our Own Language? 


BY SYDNEY J. HARRIS 


As far as I can find out, 


America is one of the very few 
civilized countries in the world 
where the language itself is 
taught as a "subject" in 
school after students have 
already learned to r e a d and 
write. 


In England, there is no such 


subject as "English" in itself. 
Beginning pupils are taught to 
read and write, and men they 
study English literature, but 
no separate courses called 
"English" are given up 
through the later grades and 
into high school or college, as 
we do here. 


It is presumed in Britain 


that students will learn to 
speak and write their own 
language properly, and every 
teacher is an "English" teach- 
er in a certain sense. The 
same is true in France, in 
Germany, in Italy, and most 
other countries. 


Recently, a history teacher 


here told me that he returned 
a paper with an unsatisfactory 
mark because the composition 
was so wretched. The student 
complained, saying, "This is a 
history test, not an English 
test — you have no right to 
judge the paper on the way 
it's written." 


But bow can one divorce 


what la said from the way H is 
said, when the method of 
expression so often determines

Suggestion Rejected

observer to the Johnson en- 
tourage — a suggestion flatly 
rejected by the President-elect 
up to now on grounds that it 
might compromise his own 
freedom of action after Jan. 20. 


What privately worries the 


Nixon camp is that Johnson 
a d m i nistration disarmament 
talks, either at the summit or a 
lower level, would complicate 
not only the basic Nixon policy 
approach to Moscow but also 
relations between the U. S. and 
its European allies, particularly 
West Germany. 


Mr. Nixon, in short, wants to 


open a dialogue with U. S. allies 
in Europe before he opens one 
with the Soviet Union. 


Beyond that, moreover, a 


glimpse of possibly momentous 
changes in Communist China's 
foreign policy is clearly evident 
in the Nov. 26 Peking bid for 
"peaceful coexistence" with the 
U. S. No one here pretends to 
know what that might lead to, if 
indeed anything at all, but one 
result is already clear: it has 
brought, consternation to Mos- 
cow, whose foreign policy is 
built on the hard rock of 
hostility and distrust between 
the U. S. and China. 


Russian Purpose 


This is simply a second rea- 


son to explain Moscow's grow- 
ing impatience for talks with 
Washington. The first reason is 
Russia's transparent eagerness 
to bury the sordid effects of its 
invasion of Czechoslovakia last 
August and show the world that, 
despite that military takeover, 
all is well once again between 
the U. S. and the U.S.S.R. 


It is precisely this passionate 


Soviet objective, coupled with 
President J o h n s o n 's equally 
passionate desire to celebrate 
his leaving office with a glam- 
orous summit parley, that is 
pulling Mr. Johnson and Kosy- 
gin together. Nixon men feel 
that, once Mr. Johnson is out of 
office and the Russians are
